“A complete calendar for the pre- 


‘| sent year has just been completed 


by Mr. Rowland Rispin, a Derby- 
shire man, the whole of which is 
contained in so small a space that 
if can be covered by a threepenny- 
piece and can, it is said, be read’ 
without the aid ofa magnifying 
glass. 

Mr. Rispin, who ds a. railway 
coachbuilder, has’ many’. similar 
achievements to .his credit. Six- 
teen yeiirs ago he wrote one of Mr* 
Lloyd George's speeches, consist- 
ing of 3,466..words, on the back of 
a postcard measuring 6 in, by 31% 
in. 'The card contained 100 lines 
of writing, and the task occupied 
Mr. Rispin 8% hours. 

Some time ago the Queen of. Italy 
received from an Italian in: the 
United States a ‘posteard on which 


Montenegro compressed into. 1,900 
words, etch perfectly legiblé and 
easily read. But Mr.:Rispin would 
seareely think that much of an, 
achievement, seeing that he: suc- 
ceeded in crowding nearly twice as 
many words into the same space.
